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Lifeline Bill For SS 


They call it Assembly Bill 1368, Donald D. Doyle, but it 
could be better defined as the “Lifeline Bill for Caiifornia’s 
Ten Staie Colleges.” 

Under the present system Sacramento State and her 
nine brothers fall under the jurisdiction of the State Board 
of Education. And all matters pertaining to SSC are handled 
by the Board, when it’s not taking care of one of another 
100 major duties it must perform, 

If 1368 is passed by the Legislature, “a new nine-mem- 
ber lay board for the government of the state colleges, 
co-ordinate in the structure of the state government with 
the State Board of Education,” would be established. 

The bill is the direct result of a restudy commission on 
higher education which was formed two years ago by the 
Legislature. 

Dr, Lyman A. Gienny, assistant professor of govern- 
ment at SSC and on the staff of the commission, had only 
begun to tell the assembly education committee last week 
the difficulties under the present administration when the 
legislators thanked him and proceeded to approve the bill 
and send it on to the Assembly Ways and Means Commit- 
tee above the objections of Dr. J. Burton Vasche of the 
State Deportment of Education. 

The Assembly Ways and Means Committee approved the 
Measure witha: opposition Monday afternoon and passed 
jt on to the Assembly. 








In his presentation Glenny said: 


“The government of the state colleges is but one of the 
many and extremely varied functions of the Board of Educa- 
tion, yet the colleges now have enro!iments of about 35,060 
students, an operating budget of about $30 million and capital 
outlay of about $18 million this year. In ten years it's estimated 
those figures will double and the colleges will have 15,000 more 
students than the campuses o! the University of California. 
What has the State Board been doing in governing these large 
colleges and spending many millions of state funds? 

“The Restudy staff made an analysis of minutes of meet- 
ings of the Board of Education cov« ring four and one-half years. 
This study showed that the Board held only eight meetings in 
the past two years, and in each of those years devoted approxi- 
mately eight hours total to State College matters, Of the college 
matters considered by the Board less than 15 per cent appeared 
to be basic policy considerations.” 

The Restudy points out further that “the State Board 
of Education has not in the past and, if it maintains the 
wide range of supervisory and governing powers it now has, 
probably will not in the future, be able to give sufficient 
time” to state college matters. 

If the students at SSC and the other nine colleges feel 
any obligation to themselves, their college, uc their educa- 
tion they'll let the legislators in the Capitol building know, 
either individually or as student bodies, their opinion of 
Bill 1368. Its passage would mean a State College Board of 
Regeni» that could meet its ten colleges’ needs—its defeat 
may mean more of the neglect and haphazard administra- 
tion of state college affairs by the State Board of Education.

It happened again. For the second straight year, the 
Hornet tennis team stood the Far Western Conference on 
its ear in dual meets only to be recognized as co-champions 
after the conference tournament. 

Again this "ear, the Hornets won the singles competi- 
tion and the San Francisco State Gators took the doubles 
event. Agedrding to the FWC’s strange rules, the Hornets 
and Gators split the honors. 

Although this mzy be just fine with the Gators, it is 
too bad for Jack Jossi’s Hornets. SSC defeated San Fran- 
cisco State twice in a row this season, The Hornets dumped 
the Gators 3-2 at Sacramento and downed them 5-4 on their 
home courts. This would seem to indicate that SSC is abie 
to handle the Gators pretty well. 

The FWC needs to install a dual match league. The 
championship should be awarded on the basis of matehes 
instead of the sudden death arrangement now in force. 
A conference tournament could still be held to determine 
individual champions, but team honors should be awarded 
on the basis of team matches, not on the basis of one tourna- 
ment out of a ten-match season.

It is beginning to take a math major to figure out the 
Far Western Conference baseball picture now that the 
Chico State Wildeats have upset the Hornets in Tuesday's 
game. 

An SSC win Tuesday would have made the Hornets un- 
disputed champions and would have ended the season for 
the locals, but now things are getting downright messy. 
The Hornets still lead the league with a record of seven 
wins, two losses and one tie. Chico State is second with 
six wins and two losses. No other team is in contention. 

The Wildcats still have a regularly scheduled double- 
header with the Humboldt State Lumberjacks, while SSC 
must now make up the tie with Nevada. That game will be 
played at SSC on a yet to be designated date. 

If both the Hornets and the Wildcats win all of their 
remaining games, they will each have records of eight wins 
end two losses and will be crowned co-champiors. If one 
Joses, the other will back into the undisputed championship. 

SSC is probably in the best position of the two teams. 
The Hornets have to play only one game while Chico must 
play a doubleheader. Nevada, SSC’s opponent, has won only 
two games this season while losing five and is in fifth place. 
Humboldt, Chico's opposition, is in third place with a record 
of five wins and three losses. The Lumberjacks are more 
likely to upset the dope than is the Wolfpack. 

Tuesday's game was strangely reminiscent of last sea- 
son. A year ago, the Hornets could have wrapped up the 
FWC baseball championship by defeating Chico State in the 
last game of the season. Chico won that game, too, and the 
Hornets and the Wildcats were named as co-champions. 
No doubt many of the fans who saw this year’s contest, now 
believe that lightning will strike twice in the same place. 

J. C. Masters had only one bad inning Tuesday, but it 
was a dilley, Ten men came to the plate against Big Jay 
in the sixth frame when Chico State scored all its runs. 
Only 26 batters came to the dish in the other eight frames. 
Poor support and wildness victimized Masters in that one 
bad inning.
